“If I come,” he said, “I will come 
with no strings on me. I will consult 
with the committee about appoint- 
ments, but if they try to influence me 
in-any way, I will make my own _de- 
cisions.”’ . : 

Asked by newsmen if he would like 
to visit Pope Paul, the evangelist 
said this was an “important ques- 
tion.” He declined to answer at the 
moment because, he said, ‘it might 
seem that I am trying to seek some- 
thing. . .I shalt await an invitation

Prayer Amendment 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo. (BP) — The 
Missouri Baptist Convention adopted 
here a series of resolutions strongly 
opposing a prayer amendment to the 
U. §.- Constitution, and criticizing 
President Richard Nixon for violating 
the First Amendment by appointing 
an envoy to the Vatican and by urg- 
ing aid to parochial schools. 

The resolution was critical of Presi- ° 
dent Nixon for pledging’ ‘‘the use of 
the powers of his office to secure tax 
funds for parochial schools’ and for 
appointing ‘‘a personal ambassad®r 
to the Vatican, which is an_ ec- 
clesiastical entity, not a sovereign na- 
tion.” ; 

“We regard them (these actions) 
as violations of the letter and spirit of 
the First. Amendment” to the U. S. 
Constitution, said the resolution. 

Another résolution charged that 
House-Joint Resolution 191, which pro- 
poses a ‘prayer amendment” to the 
Constitution, is a trend “toward a non-- 
denominational -establishment of reli~ 
gion’ authorized by law and financed 
by tax funds.’’ ; ,
